“In recent weeks, however,” the 
report said, “the output has been 
greatly increased, and there seems 
to be no doubt of the Signal Corps 
having an amply sufficient number 
in the future. On April 1, 3458 pri- 
mary training planes had been com- 
pleted of two standard types. In ad- 
vanced training planes, four. types 
are being made, the total number to 
date manufacture being 342. In these 
planes three types of engines (all 
of foreign design, but of American 
manufacture) will be used, of which 
965 have been completed.

reat Battle Only Just Begun—Germany Determined on Decision This Year 


“The next step to which I 
should like to call the attention 
of the House is the material and 
dramatic assistance rendered by 
President Wilson in this emer- 
gency—one of the most impor- 
tant decisions of the war. In fact, 
the issue of the battle might 
very well be determined by this 
decision. 

‘In America there is a very 
considerable number of men in 
the course of training and the 
allies looked forward to having 
a large American army in France 
in the spring. It has taken 
longer than anticipated to turn 
those soldiers into the necessary 
divisional organizations. If Amer- 
ica waited to complete the divi- 
sional organizations it would not 
be possible for these fine troops 
in any large numbers to take 
part in this battle, although it 
might be very well the decisive 
battle of the war. 

“This was, of course, one of 
the most serious’ disappoint- 
ments from which the allies had 
suffered. It is no use pretending 
it was not one of our chief causes 
of anxiety. We depend upon it 
largely to make up the defection 
of Russia. For many reasons— 
reasons, perhaps of transport, 
reasons connected with the time 
it takes not merely to train 
troops and their officers, but to 
complete the necessary organiza- 
tion—it was quite impossible to 
put into France the number of 
divisions everyone had _ confi- 


“Under the circustances we 
therefore submitted to the Presi- 
dent of the United States a defi- 
nite proposal. We had the ad- 
vantage of having the Secretary 
of War in this country after the 
battle had commenced.

After the battle began or imme- 
diately before the battle, the Ger- 
mans by night brought their di- 
visions from the northern part to 
the point where the attack took 
place. They also took several di- 
visions from opposite the French 
in the same way and brought them 
to our front. But it would have 
been equally easy for them, while 
concentrating troops opposite our 
front, to maneuver them in the 
same way opposite the French. I 
am only referring to that in order 
to show how exceedingly difficult 
it is for Generals on the defensive 
to decide exactly where, in their 
judgment, the-attack is coming 
and where they ought to concen- 
trate their reserves. 


Allies Guessed Right. 

I may just say a word here. This 
problem was considered very close- 
ly by the military staff at Ver- 
sailles and I think it right, in jus- 
tice to them, to point gut that after 
a very close study of the German 
position and of the probabilities of 
the case, they came to the conclu- 
sion, and they stated their conclu- 
sion to the military representatives 
and to the Ministers in the month 
of January or the’ beginning of 
February, that the attack would 
come south of Arras; that it would 
be an attack on a very wide front 
—that it would be an attack on the 
widest front ever yet assailed: that 
the Germans would accumulate 95 
divisions for the purpose of mak- 
ing that attack; that they would 
throw the whole of their resources 
and their strength into breaking 
the British line at that point and 
that their objective would be the 
capture of Amiens and the sever- 


ance of the British and French 
forces. 
That was the conclusion Sir 


Henry Wilson (chief of the impe- 
rial staff) came to and which was 
submitted at that time, two or 
three months ago, and I think it 
was one of the most remarkable 
forecasts of enemy intentions that 
was ever made. 


As a matter of fact, the attack 
was made up, I think, by about 
97 divisions. It was an attack on 
the widest front that had ever been 
engaged. Its object undoubtedly 
was the capture of Amiens and 
the severance of the British and 
French forces. Almost in every 
detail that very remarkable fore- 
cast has been verified in the event. 

Another remarkable prediction 
was that it might probably suc- 
ceed to the extent of penetrating 
the British line to the extent of 
half the distance of the front at- 
tacked. They cameto that conclu- 
sion from a close examination of 
the offensives of war. 

There was another advantage. 

There was, first of all, the advant- 
age which the Germans had from 
having the initiative. There was a 
further advantage they had, and 
this undoubtedly was the greatest 
advantage, from having a united 
command opposed to a dual one. 
The Germans undoubtedly relied 
on this to a very large extent for 
their success. They owe much of 
the success of this attack to this. 

What Kaiser Relied Upon. 

It was reported to me on good 
authority that the Kaiser informed 
ex-King Constantine: ‘I shall beat 
hem, for they have no united com- 
mand.’ Which shows that that was 
what they were relying on the 
main upon, that although their 
numbers were slightly inferior they 
knew the Importance that was to 


be attached to the fact that theirs 
was a perfectly united command. 

And that is an obvious advant- 
age, for, if the risks in one par- 
ticular part of the line are great, 
and in another part of the line are 
great but substantially less than in 
the former, with one command 
there is no hesitation in the mind 
of the Commander in Chief as to 
which he will make the greatest 
provision against. 

With two separate commands 
the problem is a difficult one; it 
is more difficult to adjust the bal- 
ance of risk and the General is 
always naturally inclined to give 
himself and his army the benefit 
of any doubt. That may be be- 
cause if anything goes wrong thers 
he alone is to be held responsible 
to his countrymen for the safety 
‘of his army. 

The enemy have another inci- 
dental but as it turned out very 


important advantage, that of 
weather. Exceptional weather fa- 


vored his designs. It was both dry 
and misty. The attack which suc- 
ceeded was made in that part of 
the line where under’ ordinary 
spring conditions the ground would 
have been almost impossible. 

A wounded officer told a friend 
of mine today, a General—that 
under ordinary conditions no one 
could walk across to the part 
which was traversed by the Ger- 
mans at this time of the vear. But 
it just happened to be absolutely 
dry and firm, and they 
across ground which no one had 
any right to expect at this time of 
year would be in that condition. 

“Not only that, but the fact 
that it was warm increased the 
mist and the Germans were actu- 
ally in some parts within a few 
yards of our front line before any- 
one knew of their approach. It 
was quite impossible to observe 
them. This was a special disadvan- 
tage to us, inasmuch as our 
scheme or organization in that 
particular part of the line depend- 
ed largely upon the cross line fire 


of machine guns and artillery. 
They had, therefore, a very spe- 
cial advantage, of which they 


made the fullest use. 
Takes Up Battle. 
“With regard to the battle itself, 


as lI have already stated, it will 
take some time to ascertain the 
whole facts. At one time it was 
undoubtedly very critical. The 


enemy broke through between our 
third and fifth armies and there 
was a serious gap, and the situa- 
tion was retrieved owing to the 
magnificent conduct of our troops. 
They retired in perfectly good or- 
der, re-established the junction be- 
tween the two armies and frus- 
trating the enemy's purpose. 

“The House can hardly realize 
and certainly cannot sufficiently 
thank the country nor our troops 
for their superb valor and _ the 
tenacity with which they faced 
overwhelming hordes of the en- 
emy. They retired, but were never 
routed, and once more the enol 
pluck of the British soldiers that 
refuse to acknowledge defeat 
saved Europe. , 

“I am referring to the whole 
army, Generals, officers and sol- 
diers—-I mean the whole army and 
I draw no distinction. Their con- 
duct has been one of increditable 
courage and great coolness under 
the most trying conditions. I do 
not think that any distinction can 
be drawn between officers and 
men. Iam referring to the Erit- 
ish army and that means all. 

“And I specially refer to what 
one Brigadier-General did. Some 
reference has Been made in the

press already to it where at one 
point there was a serious gan, 
which might have let the enemy 
into Calais.”’ 

- Until the whole circumstances 
which led to the retirement of 
the fifth army and its failure to 
hold the line of the Somme at 
least till the Germans brought out 
their guns, and perhaps the failure 
adequately to destroy the bridges— 
until these are explained, it will 
be unfair to censor the General in 
command, Gen. Gough. But until 
those circumstances are cleared up 
it would be equally unfair to the 
British army to retain his serv- 
ices in the field. It is necessary 
to recall him until the facts have 
been fully ascertained and laid be- 
fore the Government. 

French Are Praised, 

After the retirement of the 
fifth army the French reserves 
came up with remarkable rapidity 
when their position before the bat- 
tle is borne in mind. In fact, the 
speed with which, when the final 
decision was taken as to the real 
designs of the enemy, the French 
reserves were brought up, is one 
of the most remarkable feats of 
organization in this war and be- 
tween the courage of our troops 
and the handling of the.army—the 
way the third army held, never 
giving way a hundred yards to the 
attack of the enemy—I think it 
right that it should be said about 
the army commanded by § Gen. 
Byng—what between the efforts 
of our soldiers and the loyal as- 
Sistance given in true spirit of 
comradeship by the French army, 
the position is for the moment sta- 
bilized.. But it is clear that the 
Germans having gained an initial 
success are preparing another and 
perhaps an even greater attack. 

Up to the present the enemy has 
undoubtedly obtained a great in- 
itial success. There is no good in 
not accepting the facts. It is from 
that basis we must begin to build. 


But he has failed so far in his 
main objects. He failed to capture 
Amiens. He failed to separate 


the French and British armies, but 
we should be guilty of great, it 
might be fatal, error if we were to 
underestimate the gravity of the 
prospect. 

The enemy has captured valua- 
ble ground, which is too near 
Amiens for comfort or security, 
and he has succeeded for the time 
being in crippling one of our great 
armies. 

I will now tell the House some- 
thing of the measures adopted by 
the Cabinet to Meet the emergency. 
I have already explained what was 
done about the French reserves. 
The Cabinet took every step to 
hurry up reinforcements in order 
to fill the gap in our armies. No 
such large numbers of men ever 
passed across the channel in so 
short a time. 

Troops Got No Leaves, 

As the emergency was great, it 
was impossible to allow those who 
were summoned to France the 
usual leave to visit their relatives. 
It was with the greatest regret 
that we found it necessary to can- 
cel this permission, and nothing 
but the gravity of the position 
would have justified so harsh a 
proceeding, but the troops accept- 
ed the position in a manner which 
is worthy of the fortitude, courage 


and patriotism they have shown 
throughout. 
There was an _ understanding 


that boys under 19 years would be 
only used in case of emergency. 
We felt that the emergency had 
arisen and insofar as those who 
were over 18 were concerned, those 
who had already received’ six 
months’ training, we felt it neces- 
sary that they should be sent to 
France. 

As to the guns and machine 
guns which were lost, the number 
are greatly exaggerated. Iam as- 
sured they have exaggerated very 
considerably the number of pris- 
oners they have taken. The Com- 
mander in Chief assured me last 
week that it was a gross exag- 
geration. . 

I am very glad to be able to say 
that the Ministry of Munitions 
was able not merely to replace 
these guns and machine guns, but 
that they still have got a very sub- 
stantial reserve. The same thing 
applies to ammunition. There is 
an ample reserve of ammunition, 
both in this country and in France. 

Our aircraft strength is greater 
now than before the battle, and 
we all know what brilliant service 
our airmen rendered in this battle. 
Until the whole story of the battle 
is told it will be almost impossible 
to estimate the services they ren- 
dered in retarding the advance of 
the enemy, in destroying his ma- 
chinery and in making it difficult 
for him to bring up his guns and 
ammunition. We feel confident 
that our armies, Generals and sol- 
diers will be quite equal to the next 
encounter whenever it comes. 

Praises America’s Response. 

The next step to which I should 
like to call the attention of the 
House is the material and dra- 
matic assistance rendered by Pres- 
ident Wilson in this emergency-— 
one of the most important deci- 
sions of the war. In fact, the is- 
sue of the battle might very well 
be determined by this decision. 

In America there is a very con- 
siderable number of men in the 
course of tratning, and the allies 
looked forward to having a large 
American army in France in the 
spring. It has taken longer than 
anticipated to turn those soldiers 
into the necessary divisional or- 
ganizations. If America waited to 
complete the divisional organiza- 
tions it would not be possible for 
these fine troops in any large num- 
hers to take part in this battle in 
this campaign, although it might 


‘ 
be very well the decisive battle of 
the war. 

This was, of course, one of the 
most serious disappointments from 
which the allies had suffered. It 

. is no use pretending it was not one 
of our chief causes of anxiety. We 
depend upon it largely to make up 
the defection of Russia. For many 
reasons—reasons, perhaps of 
transport, reasons connected with 
the time it takes, not merely to 
complete the necessary organi- 
zation—it was quite impossible to 
put into France the number of di- 


expected would be there. 

Under the circumstances we, 
therefore, submitted to the Presi- 
dent of the United States a defi- 
nite proposal. We had the advant— 
age of having the Secretary of 
State for War in this country after 
the battle had commenced. Mr. 
Balfour and I had a long conver- 
sation with him and we submitted 
to him certain recommendations 

which we had been advised to make 
to Mr. Baker and the American 
Government. 

President Wilson Gave Consent. 

On the strength of the conver- 
sation we submitted proposals to 
President Wilson with the strong 
support of Premier Clemenceau, to 
enable the combatant strength of 
the American army to come into 
action during this battle, was 
much as there was no hope of its 
coming is as a strong separate 
army. By this decision American 
battalions will be brigaded with 
those of the allies. This proposal 
was submitted by Earl Reading on 
behalf of the British Government 
to President Wilson and President 
Wilson assented to the proposal 
without any hesitation with the re- 
sult that arrangements now are 
being made for the fighting 
Strength of the American army to 
be brought immediately to bear 
in this struggle, a struggle which 


tent, and it is no mere small ex- 
tent, that the Gerdman attack has 
been held up. It has stirred up 
the resolution and energy of Amer- 
ica beyond anything which Has yet 
occurred. 

Another importantedecision tak- 
en by the allies I must also cal! 
to the attention of the house. It 
became more obvious after the 
battle that the allies were suffer- 
ing from the fact that they were 


fighting as two separate armies 
and had to negotiate support with 
each other. Valuable time was 
thus lost. Some of us had been 
deeply impressed by this perfl for 
some time and had done our best 
to avert it. 
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But the inherent difficulties to 
be overcome are_ tremendous. 
There are national prejudices, na- 
tional interest, professional preju- 
dices and traditions. The inherent 
difficulties of getting two or three 
great armess to fight as one are 
almost insurmountable, and it can 
only be done if public opinion in 
all these countries insist on it as 
one condition of success. The 
Versailles council was an effort at 
remedy. How were the Versailles 
plans carried out, and the extent 
to which they were not carried 
out? This is not the time to in- 
quire. 

Agreed Upon Foch. 

I respectfully suggest to the 
House that no good would come at 
this stage in-.discussing this ques- 
tion. But if any one needed con- 
viction as to the wisdom of that 
policy, this battle must have sup- 
plied it. The peril we passed 
through by establishing the con- 
viction without challenge may, I 
think, be worth the price we paid 
for it. A few days after the battle 
commenced there was not merely 
the Government, 
manders, in the field. 'We had not 
merely field marshals, but army 
commanders present. We were 
so convinced—and the same thing 
applied to the Frencn—of the im- 
portance of more complete strat- 
egic unity that they agreed to the 
appointment of Gen. Foch to the 
supreme command of all the allies 
on the western front. 

May I not ‘say just one word 
about Gen. Foch? It is not mere- 
ly that he ts one of the most of 
brilliant soldiers, but there is this 
to be said about Foch: He is the 
man who, when we were attacked 
and were in a similar plight at the 
first battle, Yypres, rushed the 
French army there by every con- 
ceivable expedience—buses, cabs, 
lorries, anything he could lay his 
hands upon. He crowded French 
divisions through, and undoubted- 
ly helped to win the great battle. 

There is no doubt about the loy- 
alty and comradeship of Gen. 
Foch. I have no doubt that this 
arrangement will be carried out 
not merely in the letter, but in the 
spirit. But it is the most impor- 
tant decision that has been taken 
in reference to the coming battle. 
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Marvelous Forecast 
of Sir Henry Wilson 
on German Offensive 


“I may just say a word here. 
This problem was considered 
very closely by the military staff 
at Versailles and I think it righ: . 
in justice to them, to point out 
that after a very close study of 
the German position and of the 
probabilities of the case, they 
came to the conclusion, and they 
stated their conclusion to the 
military representatives and to 
the ministers in the month of 
January or the beginning of 
February, that the attack would 
come south of Arras; that it 
would be an attack on a very 
wide front—that it would be an 
attack on the widest front ever 
yet assailed; that the Germans 
would accumulate 95 divisions 
for the purpose of making that 
attack; that they would throw 
the whole of their resources and 
their strength into breaking the 
British line at that point and 
that their objective would be the 
capture of Amiens and. the sev- 
erance of the British and French 
forces. 

“That was the conclusion Sir 
Henry Wilson (chief of the im- 
perial staff) came to and which 
was submitted at that time, two 
or three months ago, and I think 
that it was one of the most re-" 
markable forecasts of enemy in- 
tentions that was ever made. 

“As a matter of fact, the at- 
tack was made up, I think, by 
about 97 divisions. It was an at- 
tack on the widest front that 
had ever been engaged. Its ob- 
ject undoubtedly was the cap- 
ture of Amiens and the severance 
of the British and French forces, 
so that. in almost every detail, 
that very remarkable forecast . 
has been verified in the event.” 


This strategic wnity is, I submit 
to the House, the fundamental 
condition of victory. It can only 
be maintained by complete co-op- 
eration between the Governments 
and the Generals and by something 
more than that—the unmistakable 
public opinion behind it. 


“Why do I say that? For this 
reason. Generalissimo in the ordi- 
nary and full sense of the term 
may be impracticable. There are 
three functions which a General 
yields—strategical, tactical and ad- 
ministrative. What does adminis- 
trative mean? It means control 
of organization, the appointment 
and dismissal of officers and Gen- 
erals and that is a power which it 
is difficult or impossible to give to 
Generals of another country with 
a national army. 

Errors 6f Past. 


‘‘Therefore, in spite of all the 
arrangements made unless there 
be not merely good will, but the 
knowledge that the public of 
France, Great Britain and Amer- 
ica will assist in co-ordination and 
in support of the authority in the 
supreme strategical plans chosen 
by the governments and in sup- 
porting the governments in any 
action they may take to assert 
their authority any arangements 
will be futile and mischevious. I 
make no apology for dwelling at 
some length upon this point. I 
have always felt that we were los- 
ing value and efficiency in the al- 
lied armies through lack of co- 
ordination and coneentration. 


“We have sustained many disas- 
ters already through this and we 
shall endure more unless this defic- 
it in our machinery is put right. 
Hitherto I regret every effort at 
amendment led to rather pro- 
longed and very bitter controversy 
and these great inherent difficul- 
ties were accentuated and aggra- 
vated. There were difficulties of 
carrying out plans and other ob- 
stacles and what is worse, valua- 
ble time is lost. 

“T entreat the nation to stand 
united for the united control of the 
strategical operations of our 
armies at the front. We know 
how much depends upon unity of 
concentration. We are fighting a 
very powerful foe who insofar as 
he has triumphed, has triumphed 
mainly because of superior unity. 

There is another matter to which 
I should like to refer, and it is the 
suggestion that our forces have 
been dissipated on a subsidiary 
enterprise. 


Not a single division }~ 


was sent from France to the east. 
With regard to Italy, had it not 
been for the fact that there are 
battalions of French and British 
divisions the Austrian army 
would have been free to throw 
the whole of its strength on the 
western front. If there were not 
some there now the Austrian army 
would be more powerfully repre- 
sented than it is on the western 
front. 
Reduced Saloniki Force. 

With regard to Saloniki, the only 
thing the present Government did 
was to reduce the forces there by 
two divisions. In Mesopotamia 
there is only one white division at 
all, and in Egypt and Palestine to- 
gether, there are only two white 
divisions, and the rest are either 
Indians or mixed, with a_ very 
small proportion of British troops. 
In these divisions I am referring 
to infantry divisions. 

I want the House really to con- 
sider what that means. There is 
a menace to our eastern empire 
through Persia, because through 
Persia you approach Afghanistan, 
and through Afghanistan you men- 
ace the whole of India. Had it 
not been for the blows inflicted 
upon the Turks what would have 
happened? Before these attacks 
there were Turkish divisions help- 
ing the Germans on the west, ex- 
actly as they helped them on the 
east. But what has happened? 

They were attacked in Palestine 
and Mesopotamia, and two Turk- 
ish armies were destroyed. If we 
had remained in Egypt and de- 
fended Egypt by remaining there 
on the canal, and allowing the 
Turks to hold us with a small force 
while they were putting the whole 
of their forces in Mesopotamia, 
and menacing our position in In- 
dia by that means, the Turks now 
could have been assisting the Ger- 
mans in the west, as they did in 
the east. What is happening now? 

German battalions at this mo- 
ment have been sent to assist the 
Turks, instead of the Turks send- 
ing divisions to help the Germans. 
The Germans now have sent bat- 
talions to help the Turks in Pal- 
estine. After'all, if you have a 
great empire you must defend it. 


There was a great empire which 
withdrew its legions from the 
outlying provinces of the empire to 
defend its heart against the Goths 
and those legations never went 
back. The British empire has not 
been reduced to that plight yet. 
We can defend ourselves success- 
fully in France and we also can 
hold our empire against anyone 
who assails it in any part of the 
world at the same time. 

Praise for India, 


May I, before I leave this topic, 
say how much gratitude we owe 
India for the magnificent way in 
which she had come to the aid of 
the empire in this emergency. 


It is not the fact that we have 
got three British divisions in Egypt 
and Palestine and one in Mesopo- 
tamia that has enabled us to hold 
our own, but it is the fact that we 
have had these splendid troops 
from India. Many of them volun- 
teered since the war, and they have 
been more than a match for their 
adversaries on many a_ stricken 
field. 

It is too early to state yet with 
accuracy our losses, because in the 
case of a battle over such a wide 


front, fought with such intensity 
for over a fortnight, with vast 
numbers of men engaged,. the 


losses sustained must be consider- 
able. The claims of the enemy as 
to prisoners have been grossly ex- 
aggerated, and Field Marshal Haig 
has assured me that they were 
quite impossible from the figures 


at his disposal, and which he 
showed ot and the enemy's 
claims s@@m quite preposteraus 


from the statement he made to me. — 


But still our losses are very 
great and our reserves have been 
called upon to a considerable ex- 
tent to make up the wastage and 
refit the units, and, if the drain 
continues on this scale a drain on 
the resources of reserves and of 
man-power, it must cause the 
deepest anxiety unless we take im- 
mediate steps to replenish it. 

The immediate necessity is re- 
lieved by the splendid and gener- 
ous way and promptitude in which 
America has come to our aid, but 
they are simply lent to receive 
their training with a view to their 
incorporation at the first suitable 
moment in the American army in 
France, and even if they remain

I want the House to consider for 
a moment what the plans of the 
enemy may be as they now are re- 
vealed. It was never certain he 
would take this plunge because he 
knows what it means if it fails. 
But he ha staekn it. The battle 
proves that the enemy has defi- 
nitely decided to seek a military 
decision this year, whatever the 
consequences to himself. 

There is no doubt he has over- 
whelming reasons. There is the 
economic condition of his country 
and the critical economic condition 
of his allies. He now is at the 
height of his power, and Russia is 
at the lowest, while America has 
not yet come in in its strength. So, 
this year the enemy may put forth 
approaches his 
full strength. But soon he _ will 
grow feebler and weaker in com- 
parison with the allied forces. 

Everything, therefore, points to 
the definite determination of Ger- 
many to put the whole of her re- 
sources into seeing a military deci- 
sion this year, and this mean a 
prolonged battle from the North 
Sea to the Adriatic, with Germany 
and Austria throwing in the whole 
of their strength. 

There are still seven or eight 
months within which the fighting 
can continue, and everything de- 
pends on our keeping our strength 
right to the end whatever the 
strain upon our resources may be. 

With American aid we can do it. 
But even with American help we 
cannot feel secure unless we are 
prepared ourselves to make even 


greater sacrifice than we : have 
hitherto made. [I know what 
the Government wishes. I know 


also what will happen if the de- 
mand which the Government is 
putting forward is not responded 
to. 

It is idle to imagine, as some 
people very light-heartedly seem 
to think, that you have got an un- 
limited reservoir of man power in 
this or any belligerent country. We 
already raised in this country for 
military and naval purposes very 
nearly 6,000,000 men. We cannot 
raise here the same proportion of 
men per population as you can in 
other belligerent countries. I have 
repeatedly. emphasized that in the 
House of Commons.

We have also got to supply coal 
largely to our allies, 
steel. But, owing largely to im- 
proved organizations in the various 
industries to the way they are 
adapting themselves from day to 
day to new conditions and to the 
increased numbers and greatly in- 
creased efficiency of woman labor, 
there is a reserve of men, which 
consistent with the discharge of 
these obligations, may yet be with- 
drawn in great emergency for our 
battle line. Not without damage 
to industry—I do not forget that—. 
and not without, to a certain ex- 
tent, weakening the economic 
strength of the country and not 
without imposing restrictions and 
perhaps privations but without im- 
pairment to the striking power of 
the country for war. 

“Nothing could justify such 
drastic action except an  over- 
whelming emergency precipitated 
by a great military crisis. 

“IT want to point out specially 
why the steps taken now are steps 
which useful in this battle. 
Firs? of all, it is a battle which 
may last for months. The deci- 
sion may be taken not now or next 
month, but may be months hence. 
But beyond that, the allies at the 
pregsant movement have the same 
reserves of man power to reinforce 
their armies as Germany has, 
without taking into account those 
reat reserves in America. 

Germans Calling New Class. 

“The Germans, however, are 
calling up another class which will 
produce 550,000 efficient young 
men. These will be prepared to be 
thrown into the battle line. This 
is the 1920 class, aged 18%. These 
can be thrown into the battle line 
before this fight is over and we 
must be prepared for their advent 
in this struggle this year. There- 
fore, I have to submit to the Par- 


‘liament the totals for increasing, 


and increasing very materially, the 
reserves which will be available for 
reinforcing our armies in the field 
during this prolonged battle upon 
which we are only just entering. 
I will now give roughly some of 
the proposal we intend to make in 
order to increase the number of 
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timated was the minimum _re- 
quired for the present Year. We 
also are effecting a very strict 
comb out of some of the essential 
industries. Very large levies have 
been taken from munition ‘works. 
They will amount, I think to some- 
thing like 100,000 grade one men. 
That has been done already 
this year and it will, of course, 
involve the utilization of other 
labor to a very large extent in mu- 
nition works. A call for 500,000 
has been made already on the coal 
industry and these men have been 
rapidly recruited. I regret to say 
that military needs will necessi- 
tate the calling up of another 150,- 
000 men from this industry. These 
men can be spared, we are con- 
vineed, after entering into the 
matter very carefully, without en- 
dangering the essential output of 
coal for national industries. 
Miners Have Been Loyal. 
“No one is likely to forget the 
fine response made by the miners 
at the beginning of the war or the 
splendid part they have taken in 
hundreds of battles since’ then. 
They have been loyal in meeting 
the present demand of 50,000 men, 
and I am confident they would 
meet a further call upon them in 


the same spirit, in view of this 
great national emergency under 
which we are making it. The 


transport services also have been 
called upon to release the great- 
est possible number of fit men. 

“Further calls are to be made 
upon ‘the civil service. I do not 
think it is realized how much the 
civil service has done already. On 
one hand it has had to release 
a large number of men for the 
army and, on the other hand, it 
has to meet and is meeting the in- 
creased strain of work. 3ut even 
at the risk of some dislocation we 
must call upon it to do more, and 
a clean cut of young, fit men must 
be made. 

"It is proposed that no fit men 
below the age of 25 should be re- 
tained. That is the clean cut. We 
comb out beyond that. That is 
what is called the clean cut. |! 
shall explain it later. It is pro- 


posed that it should be applied to 


other industries as well. 

“When we are adding to the age 
and when we are extending the 
military age; it should not be said 
there are fit young men of 25 who 
are employed in the various indus- 
tries of the country. This wi!l | 
bring the civil service into line 
and on a general level, so far as a 
clean cut ig concerned, with the 
munitions industries. 

“Under an act passed in January 
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and other orders of the same 
power will follow. I know the 
House will appreciate that it is 
not merely necessary to have men, 
but to have them quickly. It is no 
use raising them unless they are 
raised in time to take part in the 
struggle, this year, when we shall 
be short of drafts, if the battle is 
a prolonged one, 
Shortens Length of Call. 

The Government, therefore, has 
shortened the length of the call- 
ing up notice from 14 days to sev- 
en and have authorized the send- 
ing of notice by whatever method 
is the most expedftious and con- 
venient. It may be necessary even 
to curtail the rights of appeal on 
medical grounds, but for the mo- 
ment it is not proposed to do so.

peal should be curtailed in this 
respect.

say that that is ed exception, and 
we cannot-therefore depend upon 
men of that age altogether to make 
the finest fighting material. 

“There are a good many services 
in the army which do not require 
the very best physical material and 
it would be very helpful to get 
men of this age to fill those serv- 
ices in™order to release younger 
and fitter men to enter the fighting 
line. There also is to be borne in 
mind the fact that we have to pre- 
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tenaciously for their own homes if | ing the necessary measures to 


there were an invasion. 

Only Small Per Cent for Army. 

“The proportion of men from 42 
to 50 years of age whom we ex- 
pect to be available is not very 
high—something like 7 
That is only 7 per cent of from 42 
to 50 years will be available for 
the army. > 

“I only, want to reassure people 
between 42 and 50 that all the 
men of that age are not going to 
be called up to the fighting line. 
I gave a sort of rough estimate 
that it would be only a small per- 
centage of men of this age who 
will be likely to come under the 
provisions of the bill. 

“Now [ come to the question of 
exemptions from military service. 
It is Known to everyone who has 
had experience in the difficulty of 
obtaining manpower that one of 
the many obstacles to success is 
the number of exemptions which 
have been granted often for rea- 
sons which at the time appeared 
sufficient, but which should no 
longer be effective at the present 
time of crisis. The Minister of Na- 
tional service already has the pow- 
er under the act passed this year 
to cancel certificates granted on 
occupational grounds and it is pro- 
posed to make free use of this 
power. There will be several of 
these exemptions which will be 
canceled under the power which 
already has been conferred on the 
Minister of National Service by 
means of proclamations, but when 
the existing powers have been used 
to the utmost it may be necessary 
to go farther and deal with ex- 
emptions granted on other 
grounds. 

Accordingly, it is provided by 
the bill that His Majesty may, by 
proclamation, declaring that a na- 
tional emergency has arisen, direct 
that a certificate of exemption 
from the military service of the 
nature specified in the proclama- 
tion shall cease to have effect, and 
that while any such proclamation 
remains in force no exemptions 
shall be granted which would fall 
within the terms of tue proclama- 
tion. 

Never Sabmit to Defeat. 

It is obvious that under this pro- 
vision it would be open to the 
Government to cancel exemptions 
in respect of men under age to be 
specified in the proclamation. 
That is another means of arriving 
at a clean-cut so as to secure men 
of military age, fit young men for 
the purposes of the army under an 
age to be specified in the procla- 
mation, and any existing exemp- 
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avert it. We will never submit to 
accepting defeat. 

I need hardly say that this pro- 
vision wili not be used to set aside 
the pledges given to discharged 
soldiers. They will be carefully 
observed. 

It is proposed further to makea 
change in the Constitution of the 
appeal tribunals dealing with ex- 
emptions and to speed up pro- 
cedure. I want agam to empha- 
size the fact that time is the es- 
seygce of this thing. The existing 
tribunals, no doubt, have done 
very admirable work, but they will 
be the first to admit that their 
work has been hampered by a 
number of 
number of the tribunals them- 
selves, the facilities for unneces- 
sary and repeated applications and 
the opportunities for delay under 
recurring rights of appeal. 

In these circumstances it is 
proposed to take power by an 
order-in-council both to reconsti- 
tute the tribunals and regulate the 
areas in which they should work 
and standardize the grounds of 
exemption and limit the right of 
appeal. It is impossible now to 
specify the precise nature of the 
change to be made. but I may in- 
dicate the nature of the changes 
we have in mind. 

Firstly, the areas within which 
the tribunals may act will be rs- 
considered and in some cases ad- 
justed. Secondly, the local tri- 
bunals, like appeal tribunals, will 
become nominated bodies and be 
reduced in size. This does not 
mean that use will not be made of 
the assistance of existing menibers 
of tribunals and they will be will- 
ing, I hope to continue work 
under the new conditions. 

We proposé to make an at- 
tempt to standardize more accura- 
tely than now is done the grounds 
of exemption to prevent conflict- 
ing decisions on these matters in 
different localities which is one of 
the great grievances felt in the 
country. Changes also will be 
made in the procedure, but upon 
these I do not intend to dwell at 
the moment. There also is the 
question of noncombatant pur- 
poses. 

Conscription for Ireland. 

I now come to the question of 
Ireland. When an emergency has 
arisen which makes it necessary to 
put men of 50 and boys of 18 into 
the army to fight for liberty and 
independence (Joseph Devlin here 
interrupted)——and small nationali- 
ties. And especially, as | am re- 
minded, to fight for liberty and in- 


circumstances—the | 
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get any man from Ireland by com- 
pulsion; not a man! 

What is the position? No home 
rule proposal ever submitted in 
this House proposed to deprive the 
Imperial Parliament of the power 
of dealing with all questions in re- 
lation to the army and navy. These 
invariably are in every home rule 
bill I have ever seen and are pure- 
ly questions for the Imperial Par- 
liament, so -that I am no more 
claiming any national right than 
was ever claimed in this House. 
The defense of the realm act also 
was extended to Ireland. 

The character of the quarrel in 
which we are engaged is just as 
much trish as English. May I 
say it is more so. It is more Irish, 
Scotch and Welsh than it is even 
English. Ireland, through its rep- 
resentatives at the beginning of the 
war assented to it. 


Mr. Devlin here interjected: 
“Because it was a war for small 
nationalities.’’ 


through its repre- 
sentatives, assented to the war. 
voted for the war, supported the 
war. Irish representatives and 
Ireland, through its representa- 
tives, without a dissenting voice 
committed the empire to this war. 
They are as responsible for it as 
any part of the United Kingdom. 
May I just read the declaration ‘fs- 
sued by the Irish party on Dec. 17, 
1914, shortly after the war began.

“We have had a revolution since 
then.’’) 

Cites Party 

This is the declaration 
Irish party: 

“A test to search men's souls has 
arisen. The empire is engaged in 
the most serious war in history. It 
is a just war provoked by the in- 
tolerable military. despotism of 
Germany. It is a war for the de- 
fense of sacred rights and liberties 
of small nations, and the respect 
and enlargement of the great prin- 
ciples of nationality. Involved in 
it is the fate of France, our kin- 
dred country and the chief nation 
of that powerful Celtic race to 
which we belong; the fate of Bel- 
gium, to whom we are attached 
by the same great ties of race and

NAMES UNVEILED 


Ceremony Held at the Jeffer- 
son Memorial by the 
ciety of the Daughters of 
1812 of the State. 


COMPANION TO 
BRONZE ALLEGORY 


Honor to Those of the Past 
Linked With Honor for De- 
scendants Now in War 
Service of the Nation. 


A bronze tablet bearmg the names 
of 112 pioneers of Missouri was un- 
veiled yesterday in Jefferson Me- 
morial by the Missouri Society of 
the Daughters of 1812. 

It is a companion piece to a tab- 
let put in place in 1915, a bronze 
allegory picturing the winning of the 
West. The new tablet names the 
men pfctured by type on the alle- 
goricgal tablet. 

In the gathering were about 400 
persons, mostly lineal and collateral 
descendants of the men and women 
whose names appeared on the tablet. 
In the ceremony honor to those who 
started Missouri history was linked 
with honor for their lineal descend- 
ants who are representing the State 
in the service of the nation in the 
war. 

History of Pioncers. 

As each name on the roll of ‘path- 
finders was called a lineal descend- 
ant come forward bearmg a brass 
cylinder, in which was data concern- 
ing the life and accomplishments of 
the pioneer. Another descendant 
carried a.service flag, the stars of 


‘which repreSented men and women | 


enlisted with the United States in 
the navy and army or in Red Cross 
work. In the brass cylinder also 
were the names and biographies of 
those descendants enlisted in the 
war. 

The brass cylinders were hermet- 
fieally sealed and placed in a glass 
case, 
vault prepared behind the’ place on 
Jefferson Memorial hall walls and 
reserved for the tablet. 

it is the plan of the society that 
the brass cylinders be opened 100 
years hence, their contents reviewed 
and the cylinders resealed. 

The first name on the pioneer 
roli read by Mrs. Frank de Garmo,

largest number of service stars. The 
name was that of Mother Philipine

America. The flag bore 35 stars, 
representing collateral descendants 
in France of Mother Duschesne who‘ 
are serving with the French armies. 
Boy Carries Flag of 14 Stars. 

When the name of John Mullan- 
phy was reached, John Mullanphy 
Desioge, 7 years old, brought for- 
ward a flag of 14 stars, on for his 
own father, Capt. George Desloge, 
who is in service at Camp Green, N. 
Cc. Two of the stars had. smaller 
gold stars on them, indicating that 
two men in the Mullanphy line al- 
reaiy have given their lives in the 
present war. They were Philip Black- 
er and William Vernon, grandsons 
of Gen. DD. M. Frost, a St. Louisan 
who served in the Civil War with the 
Confederate army. Both were in the 
British army. 

The Mullanphy cylinder contained 
pictures of every man, woman and 
child in the line, more than 100, the 
contribution of Miss Mary Boyce, 
who died recently. 

Sappington, a familiar name in 
St. Louis County, brought 32 de- 
scendants of John Sappington in the 
audience to their feet. The service 
flag carried forward had 21 stars 
on it, the largest number of linea! 
descendants of any pioneer. Collat- 
eral branches of the Sappington fam- 
ily, represented by lineal descendants 
of other pioneers on the roll, bring 
the number of Sappington descend- 
ants, near and remote, in the service 
to 66. 

Oldest Pioneer Descendant.

There is reason for congratulation that the les- 
son of the first disastrous phase of the battle 
bought by heavy losses of ground, men and mate- 
rial, has led to immediate and radical steps to- 
wards complete unity. After the selection of 
Gen: Foch as the head of all the allied armies, 
the most radical action was our own in merging 
our prepared military units with the British and 
French units and thus adding our available 
forces at once to the strength of our allies, instead 
of waiting to build up a great independent army. 

Reading the British Premier’s analysis of the 
situation, his program for further draft and 
mobilization of Britain’s resources and his ferv- 
ent appeal for extreme sacrifices to supply the 
men and material necessary to win the war 
should be an inspiration to Americans as well as 
Britons. 

In comparison with the enormous sacrifices re- 
quired of the British and French, and the tre- 
mendous efforts they are making to stem the Ger-

SOCRATES ON THE FIRST YEAR. 


OCRATES: We had quite an interesting de- 
S bate at the agora last night on our first 
year in the war. Opinion differed as to just 
what we actually had accomplished, and finally Crites 
was kind enough to suggest that I sum up for them 
all, in order that everybody might go home with 
some definite notion of what the discussion had 
brought out. 

Glaucon: That was nice of Crites. 

Socrates: I thought so. At any rate, I was glad 
to do it. I said that in the first year of the war 
we showed that while we were not as well prepared 
physically as we might have been, we proved our- 
selves easily the best-prepared nation mentally that 
had gone into the war. Our Americanism, as op- 
posed to Prussianism, at once clarified the issue and 
joined the allies together in a cause which is in 
itself invincible. 

Thrasymachus: Most excellently said. 

Socrates: Thanks, Thrasymachus, I said that what 
we needed more than anything else in the war on the 
Kaiser at the time this country joined in the con- 


flict was a great moral victory over the Germans, 
something above the mere application of force. It 
was the absence of such a moral victory that had 
destroyed the usefulness of Russia as an ally even 
before we came in. 

Polemarchus: Exactly. 

Socrates: Very well. It was at this truly psycho- 
logical moment that the world first heard the voice 
of America. That voice, in my opinion, has had no 
equal in history. At a time when’ more people than 
had ever lived before were in much the greatest 
moral confusion into which the world had ever been 
plunged, there suddenly rang on men’s eager ears 
everywhere that inspiration to humankind’s falter- 
ing soul. That voice expressed faith in all that the 
world held dear. It expressed the aspirations of the 
happtest free people on earth. It expressed in oppo- 
sition to what the world most dreaded what the 
world best loved. 

Glaucon: No doubt about it. 

Socrates: It was a moral Marne from which the 
very German cause itself was hurled back and made 
to dig in. What does it matter if we did ndt quite 
meet the merely physical expectations of us when 
we so far exceeded what anyone possibly could have 
expected of us in our contribution to the allied mo- 
rale?

LOUDS, say the text- books of 
. meteorology, are collections of 
partly condensed water vapor 
or of fine ice crystals.

OR my part I compare the party
